The tendency of tbe times if to cen- 


tralization, and when applied to gov- 
ernment as it has been, Imperialism in 
tome ot ite many forms makes an ap- 
pearance and becomes a disturbing 
element to free government. A ten- 
dency to concentration ii not only 
present and applied to government, 
but it is also present and applied to 
business enterprise, Tbe tendency to 
centralization of government in its 
application has been made more clear 
by tbe action of tbe present Congress 
than by any preceding national legis- 
lative body. 


Tbe evidences ot centralization are 


found in all that Congress has done 
and refused to do. Positive legislation 
respecting government by tbe United 
States ot the people of Forto Bico has 
centralized its principles by denying 
to them tbe rights guaranteed to all 
men by tbe constitution. An oli- 
garchy has been by Congress given 
authority connected with a right to 
administer government on the Island, 
which is foreign to our system and la 
a centralization of power in a few to 
tbe exclusion of government by the 
people for tbe people of tbe Island. 


The right of taxation without repre- 


sentation is a part ot the system pro- 
vided and applied, which is centraliza- 
tion in one ot its most obnoxious 
forms. The will ot a few has been 
substituted for tbe will of tbe many. 
Taxation without representation is 
absolutism and destroy* the most 
vital principle connected 
with free 


government. A people to whom it is 
denied are not free or a self-governing 
people. They are slaves to the govern- 
ing power, and their property may be 
taken at the will of the government to 
which they unfortunately are subjects. 
They have no voice or representation 
in matters that pertain to their wel- 
fare, or to tbe slave condition they 
sustain to tbe governing power. Their 
rights are in the bands of others who 
may not sympathize with them in any 
particular. 


The will of those to whom they are 


subject Is largely the law of their per- 
sons and property, which Is and should 
be an abomination to civilized men, 
and more especially should it be so to 
free self-governing men. There is also 
a strong manifestation of will by tbe 
tew to the exclusion of the will ot tbe 
people in matters of government at 
Washington, when applied to home 
matters. The people have expected 
and bad the right to expect their 
servants in Congress would make 
some effort to give them relief against 
the advancing power of trusts, who are 
robbing them under the forms ot law, 
but there U no intention that has 
made its appearance to do so. It Is 
not tbe will of Mark Hanna, who is tbe 
government, that they should be re- 
lieved. 


Tbe government has said trusts are 


doing no harm. It should not be ex- 
pected under these circumstances that 
the people would receive any relief 
from any oppressive conditions there 
are upon them. The refusal to give 
relief because it Is the will of Mark 
Hanna that no relief be given, Is an 
exhibition of power before unknown 
to tbe people of tbe United States, 
and proof 
positive not only of a 


tendency to centralize, bat is centrali- 
zation ot 
the most absolute form 


known to an absolute system. 


At the present rate of centralization 


of business enterprise, personal per- 
suits will be under tbe control and 
management of large capitalized com- 
binations In tbe near future to tbe ex- 
clusion of individual effort by the 
people in most of the business de- 
partments that are now open to free 
competition by those who may desire 
to enter a contest for ascendency or 
success. The tendency of capital is 
to 
centralization 
or 
combination, 


which gives strength, and as a result 
power Is acquired over tbe weaker 
elements in society and in business 
enterprise, which U used to aid tbe 
schemes of combined capital. 


There is not only a tendency to aid 


combinations of capital by tbe party In 
power, but protection is given capi- 
talized combinations, through a refusal 
to make any effort to protect tbe peo- 
ple in their individual, or in their col- 
lective capacity against tbe inroads of 
money combination—which refaia'. Is 
In line with tbe general course of Con- 
gress, which is to deprive tbe Indi- 
vidual ot any rights, natural or arti- 
ficial, he may possess. 


A refusal to relieve against trusts 


and their oppressions in the form of 
legalized robbery bas its origin in and 
comes from tbe spirit made known by

MANILA, May 2.—Details have been received of the 


fierce battle between the American garrison at Catubigand 
and the Filipinos.
